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For the third time in four years the cover of our town 
report shows a prominent town feature as seen by artist and 
sculptor Roy Kennedy of Underhill Center. 


This year it is the Underhill Incorporated District 
School, shown during a winter day’s recess with youngsters 
frolicking under the watchful supervision of a teacher. 


The building, a landmark in the town, was originally 
known as the Underhill Academy. It was often referred to 
as the Bell Institute, although the charter granted by the 
Legislature of 1852 indicated Underhill Academy. In 1869 
the building was thoroughly overhauled under the direction 
of principal Oscar Atwood and the private academy system 
of education flourished. In the school year of 1870, 175 pupils 
were in attendence during the five terms established by the 
school directors. In 1892 the Legislature incorporated por- 
tions of Jericho and Underhill into the Underhill Graded 
School District and a subsequent vote in the district author- 
ized the purchase of the Bell Institute from the trustees. 
The school has four classrooms and in September 1964 
opened with 92 students. 


Kennedy’s sketches have preserved in town records 
views of several familiar buildings. In 1961, the cover 
offered a view of Bolio’s Store and St. Thomas Church in 
Underhill Center. In 1962, it was a view across the Green 
in Underhill Flats, showing Simpson’s Store and the Con- 
gregational Church. 


A combination artist, sculptor and craftsman, Kennedy 
has worked in copper sculpture primarily in the last five 
years, His work has been exhibited in New York, Paris, 
Buffalo and Denver, and closer to home, at the University of 
Vermont’s Fleming Museum, St. Michael’s College and 
Hopkins Center at Dartmouth College, Hanover, N. H.

On St. Aid Road 
No. 1, at top of Quinn Hill, so-called, .1 mile of ledge was 
removed so as to level the road to give better visibility and 
.3 mile was widened and graveled. 


On Town Roads the major projects were rebuilding of 
Shaub road, badly damaged by storms in March. Construc- 
tion and black topping of .5 mile on Poker Hill, .2 mile Poker 
Hill roadbank cut, widened and graveled. Ditching and brush 
cutting were done on Stevensville Hill, Beartown Road, 
North Underhill Station Hill, Page Road, Flynn Hill and 
Warnick Hill.

This twenty-ninth in the series of annual reports sub- 
mitted to the people of Underhill presents tabulations for 
the calendar year 1964. In the Department of Social Wel- 
fare’s program of assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 
30% of the costs of hospital and physician services, as well 
as the excess over $80.00 per month in Nursing Home care, 
are assessed against the town of settlement of the recipients 
of such care. Participation charges incurred by your com- 
munity during the past year for each of these types of care 
were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care .............$ 180.00 
Hospitalization Services 709.12 
Physician Services ................... 126.60 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation 
in the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
is at the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs 
incurred for the care of Committed Children are borne 
equally by the local and state agencies. Charges assessed 
against your community for the former amounted to $173.15 
and for the latter $................... for the year just closed. 


During 1964 assistance was granted to 19 residents in 
your community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Dis- 
abled program. Direct money payments to these persons 
were financed entirely out of state-federal funds. Among 
the other programs financed from these same sources were 
Services for the Blind, Adoption Services and Medical Aid 
for the Aged. While no town-by-town records are compiled 
for these categories, their benefits were available to all 
qualified residents.

Underhill Central School continues to operate with a 
full-time teaching staff of five, including principal. Mrs. 
Edith Lewis left our ranks for a teaching position in New 
Jersey. She was replaced by Mr. James Lackard of Water- 
bury who is now teaching Junior High Science, Math and 
English. Mrs. Mary Balch teaches first grade; Mrs. Gladys 
Kingsbury the second and part of the third; Miss Rose 
Lindner grades three and four. Principal David Cameron 
and Mr. Lackard teach in a departmentalized set up for 
grades five through eight. Our elementary library has con- 
tinued to grow under the joint sponsorship of the school 
board and the PTC. French instruction now replaces 
German in grades seven and eight. This conforms to the 
elementary language pattern of other schools in this area. 


The original Mount Mansfield Union High School Dis- 
trict has been expanded with the addition of Richmond and 
Bolton.

During the past year, your fire department answered 


thirty-three alarms, an increase of seven over the previous 
year.

Activities, other than firefighting, consisted of the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Sponsor of Boy Scout Troop No. 7. 

2. Phone stickers, with the fire number (2560) printed 
thereon, were distributed to all homes in Underhill and 
Jericho. 

3. Open house, with an attendance of 125 persons, was held 
to enable residents to inspect the facilities and equip- 
ment. 

4. Supervised grass burning at eleven difference locations. 

5. Fire Prevention Pamphlets were distributed. 

6. Twenty-four training sessions of two hours each were 
held during the year with an average of twelve firemen 
attending each meeting. 

7. A forty-five hour instruction course in firefighting tech- 
niques was given by the Vermont State Firefighters As- 
sociation. 


8. Membership in the Association was continued during the 
year. 
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Equipment additions and improvements were as follows: 


1. The new 750 GPM Pirsch pumper arrived and was put 
into service. This certainly has increased the firefighting 
potential of the department. 


2. The old pumper was converted into a 700 gallon tank 
truck by volunteers and interested citizens. This ad- 
dition provides us with 2000 gallons of water for instant 
use. 


3. Two ladders were mounted on the tank truck. 
A new portable pump was purchased. 


5. An insulated cover for hose reels was purchased as an 
added protection in cold weather. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the citizens of 
Underhill and Jericho for their continued support and in- 
terest in the department. My thanks also to my assistants 
and other members of the department who have given so 
generously of their time and effort during the past year. 

In order to provide for operating expenses for 1965, 
a tax of 17 cents on a dollar of the grand list is requested.

Sec. 7076. Brush Fires; Penalty 


Fires kindled for the purpose of burning brush or for 
other lawful purpose shall be kindled only at such times and 
under such conditions as will enable the parties starting 
them to keep them entirely under control. Except as pro- 
vided in this section, a person shall not kindle or authorize 
another to kindle a fire in the open air for the purpose of 
burning brush, weeds, grass or rubbish of any kind except 
where there is snow on the site, without first obtaining per- 
mission from the fire warden or deputy warden of the 
town, or the state forester, or his deputy, stating when and 
where such fire may be kindled. Such permission shall not 
be required for kindling of a fire in a location which is two 
hundred feet or more from any woodland, timberland or 
field containing dry grass or other inflammable plant ma- 
terial contiguous to woodland. A person who violates a 
provision of this section shall be fined not more than $200.00 
or imprisoned not more than six months, or both,

METHOD USED FOR LISTING 
The need for an accurate and completely fair method 
of listing town property comes up for discussion at town 
meeting each year. People are generally agreed that such a 
system would be very desirable in Underhill. 
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Despite the conscientious efforts of listers who try to 
be fair and consistent, there are always a few persons who 
feel their property is listed too high. 


At Listers’ School held at UVM, the Knowles System of 
appraisal has been introduced and taught for several sum- 
mers. The listers have brought it to the attention of the 
selectmen who are throughout the state, generally much in 
favor. 


The system offers what is probably the most equitable 
method ever devised to evaluate property. 


Two of the Underhill listers have studied the Knowles 
System and all three listers are strongly in favor of setting 
it up in this town. The Underhill selectmen are also in favor 
and, with the assistance of a member of the State Tax 
Department, the system will be put into effect here, we hope, 
this spring. 


The Knowles System utilizes large cards to be filled 
out at the scene by the three listers inspecting the property. 
They note every feature on the card from cellar and founda- 
tion to attic. Each feature is then graded according to 
quality of workmanship. 


All extra features such as connections for automatic 
washers, stainless steel sinks, built-in showers, fire places, 
quantity of kitchen cupboards — all come in for attention. 
The “effective” age of the property and depreciation also are 
considered. 


Appliances such as washer, freezer or refrigerator, of 
course, are not part of the evaluation. 


Putting the Knowles System to work for Underhill 
means a good deal of work for the listers. It is hoped that 
approximately one-third of the town can be covered this 
spring, thus two or three years may be required to cover 
the town completely. 


This explanation is offered at this time to acquaint the 
voters with what the listers are trying to accomplish. We 
hope voters will be co-operative and realize that only with 
their help can this new system really work. 


In case questions come up, any taxpayer may see his 
own card and see exactly how the structure of his house and 
its special features have been rated. 


The State Tax Department is so completely in favor of 
the Knowles System that the Department will furnish free 
the cards used, the book of instructions and tables, and the 
services of one of its tax men to work with the listers for 
as many days as needed to get the system started. The State 
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Tax Department employee will not do the actual appraising, 
however. 

If there are any questions on the new system, voters 
are invited to call any of the listers. We welcome your 
questions and comments.

Charges assessed against your 
community for the former amounted to $11.39 and for the lat- 
ter nothing for the year just closed.

Direct money payments to these persons were financed 
entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other programs 
financed from these same sources were Services for the Blind, 
Adoption Services and Medical Aid for the Aged. While no 
town-by-town records are compiled for these categories, their 
benefits were available to all qualified residents.

SCHOOL BOARD AND SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 1965 


Enrollments in the Underhill Central SEHool have remained — 


constant this last year. With the prospect of the Union School 
opening in the fall of 1967, at which time the seventh and 
eighth grades will be transferred, it would appear that imme- 
diate space requirements for our pupils will be satisfactory. 

The principalship at Underhill Central has been very ably 
handled this year by Mr. A. John LaRock who succeeded David 
Cameron in that position: Our only other change in faculty was 
to have Miss Sandra Hoffman replace Jacqueline Wintersteen 
for French instruction. 

This has been a year when Federal Programs were made 
available to our school for additional programs. Your school 
board and superintendent have used this allocation of some 
$1400 to join with other towns in the district in initiating a 
remedial reading program and the hiring of a school nurse. 
Mrs. Grace Moore of Underhill is providing the reading instruc- 
tion and Mrs. Jane McNall of Jeffersonville is the nurse. In this 
latter the schools have for the first time a person devoting 
full time to the health needs of our children. The services of 
the State Health Department will be coordinated with her 
work. 

We have continued to provide new materials for instruc- 
tion in science and mathematics with the aid of funds on a 
matching basis as provided under the National Defense Edu- 
cation Act.

Our textbook replacement program is coming along well 
with new materials in Modern Mathematics and Science. Up- 
dated reading texts, which incorporate the latest in the teach- 
ing of reading techniques including phonics, have been pur- 
chased in nearly all grades. Maps and related social studies 
equipment are being provided as requested by our teachers and 
much progress is noted. A new overhead projector has been 
added to our visual aid equipment. 

A new bus was purchased this last year with a 60 pupil 
capacity. 

We wish to acknowledge here the fine work of our teachers, 
custodians, bus drivers and all those associated with the hot 
lunch program.
